SASKATCHEWAN 


Appropriation Will Not 
Allow Completion Now, 
Says Road Commissioner 


Harvest Proceeding 
At Good Pace 


Folowing the telegram sent last 
week by the .Vulcan Board of 
Trade to the Minister of Public 
Works, urging the completion of 
thpt stretch of highway No. 23 be¬ 
tween Vulcan and the Corner 
Store, a reply hus been received 
from the highway commisioner 
stating t,hat this pnrt of the high¬ 
way cannot be completed this year. 

The full text of the letter, re¬ 
ceived by M. R. Morrison, presi¬ 
dent of the Vulcan Board of Trade 
is as follows: r - 

“I wish to acknowledge receipt 
of your telegram of Aug. 22, ad¬ 
dressed to the Hon. Mr. MacMil¬ 
lan, Minister of Public Works, and 
would advise you that the section 
of work as requested cannot be 
done under this year’s appropriat¬ 
ion." 

The letter is signed by A. Frame 
Highway Commissioner for the 
Province of Alberta. 

In view of this definite state¬ 
ment by the Highway Commision¬ 
er it would appear that complet¬ 
ion of the highway cannot be .hop¬ 
ed for until next summer. 


Although showers have tempor¬ 
arily held up harvesting operations 
twice within the past week, (he 
weather has been generally dear 
and warm and the harvest is pro¬ 
ceeding at full speed.

The date of the elinic had been 
well advertised and cards sent out 
to over 100 residents of the town 
and district and it was hoped that 
at least -100 would respond to the 
call . . .

The collecting of blood and hav¬ 
ing it ready for instant use in all 
hospitals and wherever needed by 
doctors is a peacetime activity of 
the Red Cross, and the blood is 
supplied free to all who- need it. 
The number of blood transfusions 
is increasing every year, and trans¬ 
fusions are given not only when 
there is loss of blood but also for 
assisting recovery In many forms 
of sickness Transfusions made 
possible through the Red Cross 
service are the means of saving 
many lives, but the blood banks 
must be kept supplied.

In the meanwhile Vulcan and district 
motorists will again have to depend of the M. D. of 
Vulcan and the M. D. of Highwood to keep the 26 
miles of road between Vulcan and Nanton in reas¬ 
onably good shape and free of snow this winter so 
that Vulcan will not be completely isolated from the

DRY BASEMENT 
IS IMPORTANT 

Precautions which home build- 
ers.should take to ensure dry base¬ 
ments include locating the house 
so that the ground falls away from 
the foundation in all directions, 
thus providing natural drainage. 
Gutters and downspouts should not 
only be sound and clean but large 
enough for a capacity downpour. 

Where there is danger from 
surface water, * the foundation 
walls should 7 be drained with joint 
dtain-tile laid at or below th« lev¬ 
el of the footing to carry off ex¬ 
cess water. 

When ground water is present 
near th-r level of the basement 
floor, moisture may enter by cap¬ 
illary action. Even solid concrete, 
properly used and thick enough to 
withstand pressure, is not water¬ 
tight without waterproofing. Some 
waterproofing materials are mixed 
with the concrete itself; others 
may be applied either to interior 
or exterior walls, or both. 

These precautions are sufficient 
in many buildings. However, in 
neighborhoods where sewers are 
inadequate to carry away storm 
waters, the installation of a sump 
pump is recommended. In cases 
where boilers ap? below the sewer 
level, a cellar drainer is a necessity 
Both sump pump and cellar drain¬ 
er are inexpensive when compar¬ 
ed to the damage and inconveni¬ 
ence resulting from flooded base¬ 
ments. damaged furnishings, and 
ruined motors and equipment. 
Plumbing and heating contractors 
are familiar with their installat-, 
ion and method of operation. 


Science nt Work in North 

At scientific research stations at 
Churchill. Man., and Baker Lake. 
N.W.T., none of the most compet¬ 
ent Canadian specialists are con¬ 
ducting basic*! reeoach programs in 
entomology, ‘the mechanics of 
snow and fcje nutrition, archae¬ 
ology, protection against cold, and 
many related subjects. Weather 
stations have been established at 
strategic locations throughout the 
North and as a result, meteoro¬ 
logical knowledge is rapidly ex¬ 
panding. Scientists from the Dom¬ 
inion Observatory are working in 
the fields of geophysics and ter¬ 
restrial magnetism. Geologists, to¬ 
pographers. and geographers are 
also at work in the north.

The attitudes of parents to¬ 
wards each other have a tremen¬ 
dous influence on .the behaveior 
and attitudes of the children, says 
Miss Christine McIntyre, Instruct¬ 
ress in Social and Family Relat¬ 
ionships at the Olds School of Ag¬ 
riculture. The best parent is the 
one who is himself a well adjust¬ 
ed individual. 

Length of adolescence, of the 
growing up period lias changed 
considerably in recent years. Early 
Canadian children left home at an 
average age of 16 years, and often 
before, to launch out on careers of 
their own. Modern young people 
depend on parents until they, are 
Id to 20, and occasionally even to 
22 years of age. Miss McIntyre 
suggests that parents should en¬ 
deavour to provide ways and 
means of aiding young people to 
become more independent, to be¬ 
come producers as well as con¬ 
sumers in the home. Even at an 
early age, children can start by 
helping with various tasks with¬ 
in their ability. 

There are two objectives in 
citizen development Adolescent 
students should be helped to Stop 
acting like adolescents as soon 
as possible. They should be giv¬ 
en an understanding of the re¬ 
quirements of adult behavior. 
They shotTtd also be taught to rea¬ 
lize that one can be an adult in 
years and in physical and men¬ 
tal development, and still behave 
as an immature person both emot¬ 
ionally and socially. Failure on the 
job on approximately 90% of the 
cases means immaturity, undesir¬ 
able personality traits carried ov-

Spray in g during the period nor¬ 
mally following the various har¬ 
vests offers many good features 
worthy of consideration. In many 
instances this is the time when the 
best control may be effected. Fur¬ 
ther. it provides an oportunity for 
carrying out a spraying program 
at a time when sensitive crops 
growing in adjacent areas are al¬ 
ready harvested This extended 
season makes it possible for cust¬ 
om sprayers and owners of private 
units to keep their equipment in 
operation during the greater part 
of the year. 

Treatment of either sow or Can¬ 
ada thistle patches following re¬ 
moval of grain, flax etc. is per¬ 
haps the most common example 
of what can be done In the way of 
post-harvest spraying.

the rate of 2-3 to one pound per 
square rod, with a knapsack hand 
sprayer or with field equipment. 

In early fall, roadsides, fence 
rows, pastures and other uncult¬ 
ivated areas may become infested 
with seedlings of such weeds as 
wild carrot, dandelion, chicory, 
bull thistle, goats beard, etc. This 
is an excellent time to eradicate 
these weeds while they are young 
and before the normal rush of 
spring work. In many instances 
where vegetation is not heavy and 
where a normal mowing program 
has been carried out. a simple 
boom applying approximately 100 
gallons of spray per acre, will be 
satisfactory for control of these 
weeds. If the vegetation is not 
dense, lower volume sprays using 
the same amount of 2, 4-D per ac¬ 
re, will give satisfactory results. 

The opportunities for post-har¬ 
vest praying ar? many and while 
this discussion has covered several 
of them in a general manner, dif¬ 
ferent localities may be able to 
adopt these suggestions to their 
own particular situation. In gen¬ 
eral. it is true that whenever the 
post-harvest season finds weeds or 
brush in a succulent nonrepro- 
dyctive stage there Is an opportun¬ 
ity for an effective spraying pro¬ 
gram.

4 farmer's job needs 


for the Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture says that it is not too 
early to start planning for fall 
and winter littefg now. 

A stack of eqgjy cut, well cured 
alfalfa should if placed handy 
near the pigg?rv so-that brood 
sows and other plgs%;an be given 
a forkful each day when green 
pasture is not longer available. 
Sods or other dean dirt should be 
put up before the snow comes to 
furnish the iron of the new born 
pigs. A solution of Iron Sulphate 
sprinkled over the dirt and made 
available to the little pigs will 
prevent anemia. 

This does not mean that, the use 
of reduced iron is not satisfactory 
for the prevention of anemia, but 
the provision of sods or clean dirt 
will help to satisfy that natural 
pig craving to root around. 

Last winter several producers 
reported excellent results from the 
feeding of cod liver oil to_ preg¬ 
nant sows, starting about four 
weeks before farrowing. It seems 
to build up the reserves of Vita¬ 
min A required in the little pigs 
before birth, so that they may be 
able to withstand infection. In this 
way they arc better protected a- 
gainst unfavourable conditions 
than the litters of sows that do 
no receix'e this treatment.
